Article 22: To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate to operate the Waterville Valley Post Office during the 
ensuing year. 


Article 23: To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the installation and maintenance of street lights 
during the ensuing year. 


Article 24: To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate to defray the cost of cemetery maintenance during the 
ensuing year. 


Article 25: To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate to defray the cost of town insurance during the en- 
suing year. 


Article 26: To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for payment of Town debts. 


Article 27: To see if the Town will vote to establish a contingency 
fund to meet the cost of unanticipated expenses during the ensuing 
year in an amount not to exceed (1%) one percent of the amount 
apporpriated for Town purposes during 1980 all in accordance with 
RSA 31:4. 


Article 28: To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the purchase of capital equipment during the 
ensuing year, and to determine whether such sum shall be raised by 
borrowing under the Municipal Finance Act or otherwise. 


Article 29: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
borrow money in anticipation of the receipt of taxes to pay town 
obligations. 


Article 30: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
grant acable T.V. franchise for the Town of Waterville Valley pursuant 
to New Hampshire RSA 53-C:1 (Supp.

REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 


The past year was probably the smoothest running for our Town 
Government in recent memory, until the evening of December 3rd. At 
about 9 p.m. on that day, an eighteen hour period occurred that was 
surely the most dramatic in the history of our Valley. The BIG WIND of 
1980 changed the face of our Valley and the smooth routine of the 
Town Office. 


The immediate strain placed on the Town Manager and all other 
town employees was tremendous. With little sleep and strained 
nerves, they handled the disaster calmly, and the resulting clean-up 
project was organized in a professional manner. All town employees 
are to be immensely complimented and sincerely thanked for the extra 
time and effort required. 


We are especially indebted to Paul Leavitt, who not only was 
responsible for the clean-up operation but also worked beyond the call 
of duty in our attempts to qualify for state and federal disaster aid, 
and to Fred Rust, who as a volunteer, served with his usual ef- 
fectiveness and thoroughness in the difficult role of liaison with each 
property-owner. 


An in-depth study of town water usage and supply demands was 
conducted this past year in an effort to intelligently match supply 
requirements with projected building development. While it appears 
that there exists today a safe margin of water supply, the selectmen 
can now better monitor that margin in regard to issuing new building 
permits. Although exploration for additional well sites this past spring 
was unsuccessful and new sources are not necessary at this time, it 
was agreed that the Waterville Company would undertake any further 
drinking water exploration projects. 


Waterville Valley can be proud of its well organized and dedicated 
town employees and emergency service volunteers. It is because of 
their ability to provide a high level of service within their respective 
budgets that this town enjoys relatively low property taxes. 
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REPORT OF THE TOWN MANAGER 


1980 was a year that presented Town government with new and 
unusual challenges. 


In addition to the job of providing the citizens with the high level of 
town services that we have over these past years-and at the same 
time, coping with the ever-increasing task of staying within the 
budget, this year Mother Nature got into the act by trying to blow 
down aconsiderable part of the town last December. 


This “Great Waterville Valley Wind Storm” because of the 
destruction left in its wake, required the instant mobilization of town 
employees and the organizing of a task force of loggers and land 
clearers in order to reduce the potential threat of forest fire and to 
restore the visual attractiveness of the Valley. 


All concerned, worked well together with the project being handled 
in an expeditious manner. 


While there were joys experienced during the management of the 
town, there were also frustrations, not the least of which was the well 
project which was terminated when additional yields in sufficient 
volume were not found. 


1981 will certainly be a year of new challenges and goals as well. 
Final storm cleanup has to be done, the trail bridge project was finally 
approved by the Federal Government, and the need for more efficiency 
in the face of rising operational costs will certainly provide me with 
enough todo. With that thought in mind, | will do the best | can. 
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REPORT OF THE PUBLIC SAFETY DIRECTOR 


The Department of Public Safety, still relatively new, continued to 
mature and become more effective during 1980. 


Remembering that ours was the first Municipal Public Safety 
Department in the State of New Hampshire, perhaps the greatest 
compliment was paid when the Town of Exeter voted to copy our 
department and now, they have a Public Safety organization as well. 


Training continued to play a major role in our activities with three 
important events occurring. First, through the cooperation of the 
Campton Sand and Gravel Company, a firearms training range was 
constructed with most of the construction costs being borne by the 
company. Veteran Public Safety Officer Brian Parris (one of the 
Original department members) has formulated a comprehensive 
training program for the entire department. 


Secondly, Deputy Chief Paul ‘‘Ken” Chase has been invited by the 
Director of the Federal Bureau of Investigation to attend the F.B.lI. 
National Academy in Washington, D.C. The training received from 
this academy, which is considered the “West Point” of law en- 
forcement academies, will be of benefit to both Ken and the com- 
munity as well. 


The third major training event to take place was the state certified 
firefighters course which was coordinated by our own state certified 
instructor Captain Alfred Burbank. 


Of course, there was more than just training. Actual operations 
and the providing of safety services to the town was the number one 
goal. This goal, | feel, was successfully reached. It is also a goal that 
we will strive to reach during 1981.

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WATERVILLE VALLEY RECREATION DEPARTMENT 


The Municipal Recreation Department is in its second year of 
operation. 


The Summer of 1980 was the first summer the Recreation Depart- 
ment ran the day recreation programs in addition to evening activities 
and special events. Along with two assistants we implemented 
programs seven days and evenings a week for the nine week period 
and attracted about 4,000 participants. The feedback we received from 
participants was very positive and | am sure that the success of the 
programs this past summer will attract many of the guests back to 
Waterville Valley in the future. The Recreation Department has been 
very successful since June of 1979 in offering a wide diversity of 
programs for children, adults and families. 


Holiday time also brought special activities for the townspeople. 
We had Easter Egg Coloring and an Easter Egg Hunt, plus the 
Halloween festivities. Of course we can never get into the true 
Christmas spirit without the Reindeer Christmas Dinner. The success 
of these activities is due entirely to the townspeople with their great 
ideas and support. These activities add even more diversity to the 
Town of Waterville Valley. 


As we look back over the year (outside of the regularly scheduled 
recreation programs) we must also remember events such as: Tae 
Kwon Do Demonstrations, Squam Lakes Nature Center, Square 
Dances, Red Sox’s Games, Film Series, Ice Cream Socials, North- 
South Competition, Fishing Derby, Crazy Olympics, Dog Show, Bike 
Rodeo, Regetta, Firemen’s Muster, Mystery Bus Ride, Christmas 
Caroling and “Locals” Broomball League. 


Every year we keep on growing with programs and participation. 
The Municipal Recreation Department has definitely made a very 
positive contribution to the Town of Waterville Valley. 


Again this year | must thank all the townspeople for their in- 
volvement and support because without your help the Recreation 
Department would not be the contributing Department that it is today. 
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REPORT OF THE MUNICIPAL SERVICES DIRECTOR 


Plant and System Maintenance-that was a major theme in the 1980 
operation of the Municipal Service Department. 

Our equipment and systems, which not so many years ago were 
brand new, are not new any more and only through constant in- 
spection and maintenance can operations continue in a reliable and 
efficient manner. 

For instance, it was suspected that a substantial amount of 
groundwater was infiltrating into the wastewater system. An extensive 
inspection of the mains and the lower banks of the lagoons revealed a 
large vein of groundwater flowing into one of the lagoons. This was 
repaired with the result that nearly nine million fewer gallons of ef- 
fluent was treated during 1980. 

Also remote control equipment was installed on the town’s water 
pumps which now provide the opportunity to automatically operate all 
pumps together, thus lessening the load on any one pump. 

The collection of solid waste continued to require more and more 
time, especially during peak periods. Collection now takes place 
seven days per week when the need requires.

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OSCEOLA LIBRARY 
SUMMARY OF THE YEAR 1980 


Big Blow ‘80 did relatively little damage to the Library, none to the 
building and only a few medium sized trees down along the north side 
of the property. 

Considerable more work was done on the land purchased from 
Clarence Lund; more fill was imported and graded in the low spots 
and the dead trees were removed. The area is now in usable condition 
for picnics, etc., although more brush will no doubt need to be cleared 
away when the snow goes. The overhead power lines on the north 
boundary were buried this fall which greatly improved the appearance 
of the property. However, shrubs should be planted to screen the 
telephone and electric service boxes. 

The new flower bed along Boulder Way, started in the fall of 1979, 
was completed this past spring. It now contains some perennials and 
more will be added as clumps in the other town gardens are divided. 
The garden was really very effective this summer with masses of 
marigolds in bloom. 

The lovely old front door at the Library has deteriorated beyor.d 
repair and leaks cold air around and through it to the extent that it is 
adding to the oil bill. This door was to have been replaced this fall but 
in the press of other jobs, it has been necessary to postpone the 
replacement until this spring. 

The Trustees have authorized the building of low book shelves 
alony the north and east walls of the main room which will help to 
solve our critical shelf space problem, we hope. Again, press of time 
since the storm has delayed this job but perhaps we can find sonm:eone 
with time to build them this spring. 

During 1980, the Library purchased 53 new books, fiction, general 
and children’s and an astonishing 67 books were donated for which we 
are most grateful. It is much more difficult to decide what books to 
buy when only $600.00 is available and the cost of books is rising fast. 
It is very important that we know our patrons’ tastes and supply them 
as best we can. We borrowed 609 volumes from the State Bookmobile 
which helps greatly in the selection we have to offer. Our circulation 
was down alittle for the year which is not surprising as last winter was 
quite slow and the summer less busy than usual. 

The Trustees wish to take this opportunity to thank the many 
people who have helped us with odd jobs, gardening, landscaping, 
repairs, etc., Fred and Merrill in particular, and also the volunteers 
who man the Library so faithfully throughout the year.

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PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


The Waterville Valley Planning Board has been extremely active 
during the 1980 calendar year with a series of major projects in ad- 
dition to the monthly subdivision application review. The specific 
topics that have been addressed during this year are: 


1. Seven (7) applications were received for subdivision approval. 
Three (3) applications were received from individual property Owners 
that were approved for Lower Density Residential subdivision. Four (4) 
applications from major condominium developers have been received, 
reviewed and approved to provide the community with four additional 
Higher Density Residential developments. 


2. A complete rewrite of the Waterville Valley Subdivision 
Regulations has been completed with formal input from the State 
Planning Commission and the local community, finalizing the 
process. With a vote at the March 1980 Annual Town Meeting clearing 
the way for final approval authorization, the Planning Board expects 
the new subdivision regulations to be in place by 1 March 1981. 


3. Approval received at the March 1980 annual Town Meeting for 
Site Plan Review has provided final authorization for this important 
land planning document for the Town of Waterville Valley. This 
document will be used as a parallel planning tool with the subdivision 
regulations, but will apply to all significant (land use) development 
that does not fall under the definition of subdivision. 


The members of the Planning Board have diligently performed their 
duties during this past calendar year. Each member has represented 
the community of Waterville Valley ina conscientious fashion and has 
provided much of their personal time to insure that the future growth 
of Waterville Valley is well planned. Special thanks must be extended 
to Grace Bean for performing the voluminous task of Secretary, 
Planning Board, during this active year and then fulfilling the role of 
Selectmen, ex-officio. 


| will take this opportunity to encourage all members of the com- 
munity to observe the growth trends in Waterville Valley and then, 
express their feelings to the Planning Board members so that we may 
continue to be your knowledgeable conscience for !and use planning. 
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CONSERVATION COMMISSION 
REPORT FOR YEAR 1980 


The Conservation Commission had an inactive year. It held three 
regular meetings. Our new member, Cindy Ivey, is doing an inventory 
of the town’s natural resources on the Valley floor. We discussed this 
inventory, the UNH Black Fly program, maintenance of town gardens, 
possible problems from such sources as road salt use, acid rain, and 
drainage around condominium developments. 

Brochu Nurseries replaced at no charge several dead Austrian 
pines at the corner of the Annex. A letter was written to the Waterville 
Co. in July, protesting excessive cutting of trees on the W.V. Co. 
property close to the banks of the Cascades. Proceeds from sales of 
the Walking Guide amounted to $121.25, bringing to $280.25 the total 
received from Guide sales over two years. The town appropriation of 
$300 was not used.

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REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND 
STATE FOREST FIRE SERVICE 


Forest Fire Prevention: Your Business, Our Business, Good 
Business. Forest Fire prevention slogans have been seen in 
association with Smokey Bear since the late nineteen forties when a 
national effort to check the spread of forest fires was implemented. 

New Hampshire residents recognized that forest fire prevention and 
suppression was the responsibility of every citizen, a half century 
before this national campaign, when our legislature established our 
first forest fire laws in 1903. Since that date, the State has appointed a 
town/city forest fire warden who is responsible for forest fire law 
enforcement in his municipality. 

All fires kindled out of doors when there is no snow on the ground 
must be approved in writing by the forest fire warden before being 
kindled. All forest fires must be suppressed by the warden and his 
deputies as soon as they are reported. The cost of fire suppression is 
shared jointly by the town/city and the State of New Hampshire, as 
are forest fire prevention and forest fire training costs. 

This state and local municipality cooperative forest fire program has 
given New Hampshire one of the best forest fire records in the United 
States.

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GRAFTON COUNTY COMMISSIONERS REPORT 
To the Citizens of Grafton County: 


In an effort to communicate more directly with the taxpaying 
citizens of Grafton County, we, the Grafton County Commissioners, 
are writing to you through your individual town or municipal reports. 

Due to inflated Nursing Home expenses with somewhat reduced 
revenues and rapidly increasing costs of welfare reimbursements to 
the State, our budget year ended very close to the line, with a 
$3,620.00 surplus. Because of the Delegation’s decision to use a two- 
year suplus in one budget year to allow citizens a reduced county tax 
in FY 1980, the 1981 fiscal year budget resulted in a heavier tax factor 
making up that decrease as well as offsetting reduced revenues and 
allowing for standard budget increases. 

As with towns, the county welfare assistance programs are in- 
creasing and becoming more involved, especially with the current 
energy crunch and rapidly inflating economy. We also foresee a 
possible decrease in Federal and State contributions to social service 
programs which could have considerable impact on local budgets. 

The sewage disposal system has progressed slightly, with 
planning completed and ready to go out for bid. If all goes well, we 
may be able to submit a final report next year. 

The Commissioners worked closely with the Nursing Home 
Employee Council to set up a wage/ benefit package more compatible 
to the State program for Glencliff employees. The Commissioners 
hope to work out a job description/wage scale plan for courthouse 
employees in the near future. 

Grafton County is gradually converting from a bookkeeping 
machine system to a computerized system for all county accounts. 
Payroll was converted effective January 1, 1980, and vendor payment 
and receipt programs were recently added. Patient accounts and 
purchase order programs will be added later. The system is too new 
for comprehensive comments, but we anticipate constructive changes 
in the overall accounting and reporting system. 

The Commissioners hold their regular meeting every Monday 
(except holidays) at 9:30 a.m. in the Commissioners’ Office of the 
Grafton County Courthouse, followed by a second meeting at the 
Grafton County Nursing Home Complex at 1:00 p.m., which regularly 
includes visits to farm and jail facilities. Public and press are 
welcome, and, in fact, are encouraged to attend the meetings.

FACULTY REPORT 


The 1980-81 school year began in September with two new full- 
time teachers and an enrollment of twelve students, Grades |-Vil. 
Enrollment has since dropped to eleven, with two temporary students 
attending for the month of December. Specialists include Terry Lidral, 
music teacher, Martha Raymond, art teacher, and Mary Rulison, 
physical education specialist. Bonnie Burbank, Title | reading 
coordinator, spends one day a month at the school testing and 
evaluating children with reading difficulties. 

The curriculum at Waterville Valley is individualized according to 
each child’s interest and ability. Our goal is to challenge without 
overwhelming and to foster each child’s natural curiosity about the 
world. Emphasis this year is being placed on communication skills, 
greater exposure to literature, and on ensuring that each child fulfills 
his or her academic potential. 

Highlights this fall have been our visit from Channel 5, the en- 
thusiastic response to our Christmas program, and the satisfaction 
achieved through the childrens’ generous and hard-earned donations 
to our Christmas fund for a needy family. The children will continue to 
participate in the ski-skate program with other area schools this 
winter. 

We are again participating in the Artists-in-the-Schools Program, 
sponsored by the NH Commission on the Arts. Rudy Houk, a 
professional potter from Canaan, N.H., is working with our students 
throughout the second half of the year. His talent, enthusiasm and 
energy are proving an inspiration to our budding artists. 

The organizing and cataloging of the library is proceeding rapidly 
under the direction of Joan Eaton with the part-time help of Plymouth 
State student, Linda Robinson. 

We would like to express to the parents of our students the sense 
of joy and satisfaction we receive from working with your children, 
and together with Mr. Hunt, custodian, may we thank the community 
at large for your enthusiastic support. The generous response to our 
requests for help-whether it be driving for a field trip, providing 
refreshments for a school function, the loan of props, costumes, 
books, or just a helping hand-is gratifying. It’s obvious that you care, 
and that makes our job all the more satisfying. 

With your continued support, we can continue to provide the 
quality education the Waterville Valley School is known for.

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REPORT FROM SUPERINTENDENT’S OFFICE 


Education is important to all of us--as parents, business leaders, 
and residents of this community. Schools help prepare young people 
to assume their share of responsibility for making our community a 
better place to live. We are proud of our schools. Working together we 
can ensure that our students receive the best possible learning op- 
portunities. 


As we approach the decade of the 80’s, we can anticipate that more 
students will be attending schools, the level of education will be 
rising, people will be reading more books, and public schools will be 
providing more services for students. We may not be perfect, but we 
have experienced many successes. 


People today are continuing to seek more education. In 1900, 72 
percent of our five through seventeen year olds were enrolled in 
school. However, only 69 percent of those enrollees were actually 
attending classes. By 1976, 80 percent of our young people were 
enrolled, and 92 percent of that group was attending class. Education 
is appealing to a greater percentage of our youth. In 1900, 6 percent of 
the seventeen year olds were high school graduates. It is now an 
impressive 74 percent! 


According to an University of Illinois study, library usuage rose 15 
percent between 1968 and 1978. Even with all the outside distractions 
today, Americans are reading more, with a big assist from the 
schools. Today’s students are reading better at the 6th and 10th 
grades than students 30 years ago. Literacy, one measure of Success, 
has consistently improved in the United States. In 1900 11.3 percent of 
our people were functionally illiterate. Eighty years later, only 1.2 
percent was illiterate. 


Does all this education pay off when students graduate? You bet it 
does! Education is a prime vehicle for upward mobility in our society. 
More education equals more opportunities. The achievements of 
public education benefit all of us; that’s why we all need to work 
together to seek even greater improvements. Our high standard of 
living did not happen by chance. It is the graduates of our public 
schools that have helped develop this high standard of living. 


The community’s most important natural resource is its young 
people. Working together, parents, educators, and community 
members can provide our youth with the best possible learning op- 
portunities. 
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In conclusion, we ask you to accept your share of the respon- 
sibility for making education even better.

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EXPLANATION OF SUPERINTENDENT’S AND 
ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT’S SALARY FOR 1979-1980 


Chapter 189, Section 58 Revised Statutes Annotated of the State of 
New Hampshire, requires that the school district annual report show 
the total amount paid to the Superintendent of Schools as per the 
following quotation: “Reports. Each superintendent of a School 
Administrative Unit shall annually prepare a report of the total salary 
paid to the superintendent, showing in detail the amount paid by the 
state and each local school district and their share of same ... Said 
report shall be included in the annual report of the respective school 
district as a separate entry. A like report and entry shall be made for 
each assistant superintendent, teacher consultant, and business 
administrator, if any is in service in the unit.” 


One-half of the School Administrative Unit expenses is prorated 
among the several school districts of the unit on the basis of adjusted 
valuations. One-half is prorated on the basis of average daily mem- 
bership in the school for the previous school year ending June 30th. 
The salary of $27,500 which was received by the Superintendent of 
Schools of School Administrative Unit #48 during 1979-1980 was made 
up as follows: $2,500 paid by the State of New Hampshire and $25,000 
was prorated among the school districts comprising the School 
Administrative Unit. Allowance for $1,200 travel within the Unit was 
also prorated as stated above. 


The salary of the Assistant Superintendent during 1979-1980 was 
made up as follows: $2,390 paid by the State of New Hampshire and 
$22,110 was prorated as stated above. Allowance for $1,800 travel 
within the Unit was also prorated as stated above. 


The table below shows the portion of salary and travel charged to 
each school district.

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SCHOOL NURSE REPORT 


In 1980 the New Hampshire Bureau of Communicable Disease 
Control established immunization guidelines for school children, and 
the legislature passed legislation requiring all students to comply 
with these guidelines. 


Consequently, extensive surveys and referrals have been made by 
the school nurses in an effort to be sure all youngsters meet the 
established standards. Medical authorities hope that such potentially 
damaging diseases as measles and polio can be eradicated if we 
attain and maintain high immunization levels among our young 
people. This is possible only if parents are willing to help us in 
providing immunization histories and having their children immunized 
promptly as recommended. 


The current minimum legal requirements for school attendance 
are: 

DPT - 4 doses 

Polio - 4 doses 

Measles - 1 dose live vaccine administered after 12 months of age 

Mumps - 1 dose administered after 12 months of age 

Rubella- 1 dose administered after 12 months of age 

TB Test - 1 test prior to school entry. 


Our congratulations to those families who meet the standards. 
And an urgent plea for speedy compliance to those who do not!
